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Johnson City (adjoining Bingham- 
ton) said the other day when he 
and I were guests of honor of a 
group of pastors. “It is harder for 
Fundamentalists to get along than 
for modernists, because Fundamen- 
talists have real convictions and 
stand for them sincerely. If you 
do not agree with a modernist, he 
does not care, for he does not be- 
lieve anything any way.” 
However, Fundamentalists ought 
to have peace. In Dr. Norris’ fool- 
ish and unjust attack on me, call- 
ing Me a Pentecostalist and Holy 
Roller, and trying so desperately 
but in vain to block this great re- 
vival at Binghamton, my greatest 
grief has been that there should 
be trouble among Fundamentalists. 
I am sorry to have false state- 
ments made about me, my very 
soul has been broken up over the 
loss of friends whom I have loved 
so sincerely. But the worst thing 
about it, is that unavoidably good 
men’s influence will be hurt and the 
cause of Christ injured whenever 
such malice attempts to block or 
hinder revivals and assassinate a 
brother who cannot be controlled. 


There is a way for peace among 
those who truly love the Lord and 
love the gospel and love each other 
and Fundamentalists ought to find 
it. 

Explosions For Years In Texas 


To have peace among Funda- 
mentalists, a certain great issue 
must be settled. Through the years 
a trial of wrecked friendships has 
marked the course of the Funda- 
mentalist movement in Texas and 
Oklahoma. The Fundamentalist 
has first lauded to the skies and 
then bitterly attacked Brother Jack 
Neville, first pastor of the Funda- 
mentalist Baptist Church in Ama- 
rillo (organized by Dr. Norris); 
Rev. Grover Cleveland, pastor of 
the Fundamentalist Baptist Taber- 
nacle in Tulsa, Oklahoma; Rev. 
‘Mel. G. Leaman, r of the Fun- 
damentalist Baptist Church in Ok- 
lahoma City; Rev. Earl Anderson, 
pastor of the Old Fundamental 
Baptist Church in Dallas, (organ- 
ized by Dr. Norris); Rev. Joe 
Scheumack, pastor of the Berry 
St. Fundamentalist Baptist Church 
of Fort Worth; Rev. Scott W. 
Hickey, pastor of the Fundamen- 
talist Baptist Church in Decatur, 
Texas; Rev. W. Lee Rector, pastor 
of the Orthodox Baptist Church, 
Ardmore, Oklahoma, etc., etc. 


These men were all human and 
hence not perfectly agreed in doc- 
trine. But on the main fundamen- 
tals of the faith, the inspiration of 
the Bible, the deity of Christ, the 
blood atonement, the premillennial 
second coming, baptism by immer- 
sion of believers only, the inde- 
pendence of the local church, they 
were all fundamentally sound.

Anointing and Prayer 

“The elders, by request of the 
sick, shall anoint. 

“Is any sick among you? let 
him call for the elders of the 
Church; and let them pray over 
him, anointing him with oil in the 
Name of the Lord.’ 


“According to this text, they are 
not to hunt out the sick, but are to 
respond to the request of the sick. 
For three centuries after Christ 
that was the universal custom. 
Justin Martyr, Irenaeus, Tertullian, 
Origen, Clement, and others tell 
us of cases of devils cast out, of 
tongues given, of poison failing of 
its effect, and of the sick raised 
to health in answer to prayer. 
Such authors as Waterland, Dod-

graph was taken of part of this 
crowd which will be printed in this 
paper. The interest and attend- 
ance at the revival are continually 
increasing, and for this we praise 
God. On last Friday night we had 
a larger crowd than the preceding 
Sunday night. 


While we are having a number of 
conversions, from four to thirteen 
daily, yet we believe that God will 
break out a revival in far greater 
power, and we confidently expect 
hundreds of conversions during the 
remainder of the revival. May God 
grant it! 


Besides the churches in the city 
of Binghamton codéperating in the 
revival, within the last few days 
the Triangle Baptist Church, twen- 
ty miles out in the country, voted 
to suspend all services that con- 
flict and attend the revival, and the 
Conklin Center Baptist Church did 
the same.

Yesterday I was invited to speak : 


to a group of farmers and their 
wives in the Triangle community. 
All had gathered together at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Leonard in 
an “ice cutting bee.’ Some twenty 
farmers and their wives came to- 
gether to cut ice to store away for 
the summer. These farmers all 
have dairies, and they store enough 
ice in the winter to keep their milk 
all through the summer. They have 
ice houses insulated with sawdust 
where the ice keeps easily with 
very little loss through the entire 
summer or until it is used up in 
cooling and keeping the milk. 


The ice on what they called “the 
brook,” really a good sized creek, 
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Spurgeon

Incidentally, it is interesting that 
the cattle are kept in the barns 
the entire winter long except be- 
ing out for an hour a day to drink 
There is no food at all in the snow 
covered pastures and the fields.

Rev. Bruce Hibbitt's Testimony

“Dear Brother Hawley: 

“The. word comes to me that 
Brother John R. Rice is with you 
in a revival, and that he has been 
charged with McPhersonism and 
Pentecostalism. 

“Brother Rice has preached in 
my church, and I have been with 
him in revivals in Waxahachie. I 
believe that I understand him as 
well as any pastor in Texas. 


“Brother Rice does not take the 
Pentecostal view. He believes in 
blood atonement, the escurity of the 
believer. He does not believe in 
speaking an unknown tongue. In 
fact, he has a book on that sub- 
ject that will convince anyone that 
he is not a Pentecostal. He comes 
out in his paper against women 
teachers and preachers, On these 
and other doctrines, Brother Rice 
5 baa (with Pentecostal peo- 
ple 

“Brother Rice does not claim to 
be a traditional Baptist. He says 
he is a Bible Baptist. He preaches 
and teaches that Christians and 
Preachers should not live a worldly 
life and should not use tobacco. 
However, he does not teach that 
these are essential to salvation. 
Personally, I think the stand he 
takes against tobacco costs him 
many friends among traditional 
Baptists. 

“Brother Rice believes the whole 
Bible and is a great soul winner. 
He has great revivals and the Lord 
blesses his work. 

“I am praying that you will have 
a great revival with many souls 
saved.

could in spite of violent explosions 
from time to time. 


What The Issue Is Not 


Now comes Dr. Norris when I 
write him that I cannot agree with 
his statement that, “But this I am 
dead certain of that no man will 
get anywhere in the cause of Fun- 
damentalism in the North, Bast, 
or outside of Texas if he, fails to 
have the love and confidence of the 
First Baptist Church” (that is the 
endorsement of Dr. Norris), and 
begins an attack on me by radio 
and Fundamentalist, and by mime- 
ographed letters sent to preachers 
all over the land. What is the 
basis of Dr. Norris’ attack? Is it 
really my doctrinal position? Have 
I deceived Dr. Norris, failing to 
let him know that I believed all 
the Bible? First of all, let me say 
that the basis of Dr. Norris’ attack 
is not my doctrine on healing. It 
is true, I humbly confess, that I 
believe the fifth chapter of James 
is true, and I take it at literal 
face value. But that is nothing 
new to Dr. Norris, and he has 
known my position on that matter 
in detail for a full nine years at 
least. How well he knew it, I let 
the readers judge from the follow- 


wy J. Frank Norris has a book- 
let, a printed sermon on “The 
Scriptural View on Healing.” It 
was a paper delivered before the 
‘Ministerial Association of Fort 
Worth, first published in the Fort 
Worth Record, and then in pam- 
phiet form. I read that booklet of 
Dr. Norris’ and discussed it with 
him years ago. In it he takes a 
much more radical view on healing 
than I have ever taken, saying that 
healing is in the atonement, and 
teaching that all who will may 
have perfect health. That I have 
never said and never believed. Note 
the following statements from Dr. 
Norris, printed in the Fort Worth 
Record, April 11, 1920. 


“This paper is addressed not to 
a company of rationalists or high- 
er critics, but to those who believe 
in the whole Bible from Genesis 
1:1 to Revelation 22:21, that it 
does not. contain, but is the very 
Word of God, infallible, unchange- 
able and without any admixture of 
error.” 

The sixty Scripture cited by Dr. 
Norris he has under the heading, 
“6.Healing was in the atonement” 
and quoted Isaiah 53:4 and 5, and 
then said: 


“The Hebrew of the words ‘bear’ 
and ‘carry’ as used in Isa. 53:4-5 
do not mean sympathy but actual 
substitution and the removal ut- 
terly of the thing borne. Therefore 
as he ‘His ownself bear our sins in 
his own body on the tree’ he also 
would bear our sicknesses. More- 
over as it is our privilege to be 
delivered from the dominion of sin 
in this life, even so we may be ful- 
ly delivered in both sickness and 
pain— all because ‘We also joy in 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ 
by whom we have now received the 
atonement.’ ”’ 

Let me say again I have never 
believed that God intended to heal 
all sick people and have never so 
taught. Dr. Norris was much more 
radical that I have ever been. 


In discussing the fifteenth case 
mentioned by Dr. Norris, he said 
in that sermon: 

“The natural order of creation 

is every man and every woman 
to stand erect with the full and 
free use of every organ in their 
body, seeing, hearing, talking, feel- 
ing, thinking, -choosing, living, and 
living the abundant life.” 
That is too radical, intimating 
that God intends for all to be con- 
stantly well. So divine healers 
usually claim, but I have never 
believed that universal health was 
possible by divine healing. 


Dr. Norris On Mark 16:15-18 


In that sermon of Dr. Norris,’ on 
“Scriptural View on Healing,” we 
quote from pages 10 and 11: 


"26. The Great Commission 
Mark 16:15-18: 


“*And he said unto them, Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature.’ 

“*‘And he that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved; but he 
that believeth not shall de damned,’ 

“*And these signs shall follow 
them that believe; In my name 


shall they cast out devils; they 
shall speak with new tongues.’ 

“‘*They shall take up serpents; 
and if they drink aw deadly 
things, it shall not hurt them; they 
shall lay hands on the sick, and 
they shall recover.’ 

“We all agree on the first 
part of the Great Commission, 
Namely, ‘preach the gospel to ev- 
ery creature. We all agree that 
salvation is conditioned on faith 
and by what rule of interpretation 
do we deny the next verse which 
says, ‘And these signs shall follow 
them that believe.’ ‘They shali lay 
hands on the sick and they shall 
recover. If opposition is raised 
to this Scripture on the grownds 
that it says ‘They shall speak with 
new tongues,’ our answer would be 
wherever and whenever the neces- 
sity has arisen that can also be 
done. It was necessary at Pente- 
cost. They didn’t have time to 
translate the language of the apos- 
tles into one hundred different dia- 
lects. It is thoroughly conceivable 
and altogether possible to be re- 
peated in heathen lands. But ad- 
mitting all the difficulties in the 
passage, I repeat, that is no reason 
for us to establish an alibi for 
our unbelief.” 

Notice here Dr. Norris’ interpre- 
tation of Mark 16:15-18, compare 
it with my interpretation which 
he quoted in The Fundamentalist 
two weeks ago, and see whether 
or not he knew my position. 

In the same printed pamphiet 
by Dr. Norris on healing, the 27th 
paragraph has the heading “Heal- 
ing a Custom of the New Testa- 
ment Church. James 5:" and Dr. 
Norris quotes James 5, from verse 
13 to the end of the chapter which 
includes the statement: “Is any 
sick among you? let him call for 
the elders of the church; and let 
them pray over him, anointing him 
with oil in the name of the Lord: 
And the prayer of faith shall save 
the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up; and if he have committed 
sins, they shall be forgiven him.” 
Then Dr. Norris comments: 

“Notice the last verse makes 
soul saving close with healing the 
body. 

“Without doubt this passage re- 
fers to an established and per- 
petual usage in the church. The 
promise in the Great Commission, 
‘They shall lay hands on the sick 
and they shall recover’ appears in 
the Acts of the Apostles in con- 
stant exercise and in the epistles 
is explained, unfolded and en- 
forced.” 

That passage ends with the 
statement: 


"It has been well said, ‘Let them 
use oil who are able by their 
prayers to obtain recovery for the 
sick: let those who cannot do this 
abstain from the empty sign.’ "' 

Dr. Norris believed James 5:15, 
and one time, before he sought the 
favor of certain Baptists, he prac- 
ticed it. 

“Is the Age of Miracles Past?” 

Notice the following passage by 
Dr. Norris in his pamphlet on heal- 
ing. Note that Dr. Norris par- 
ticularly mentions the question of 
miracles and baptism of the Holy 
Spirit as well as healing. 


"Three Neglected Truths" 


"Three great Fundamental Truths 
were emphasized in the New Tes- 
tament Church but are not em- 
phasized today. First, the fullness 
of the doctrine of the Holy Spirit, 
second, the healing of the body, 
and third, the imminent return of 
Christ. Up to the 4th century we 
find these three doctrines stressed 
continually. Higher criticism has 
taken the supernatural out of our 
faith and worldliness has taken 
holiness out of our conduct. 

"Is the age of miracles past? 
Not if we -believe the Bible. Is 
Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
today and forever? 

"To the criticism that by em- 
phasizing the doctrine of healing 
we magnify the body above the 
soul, we answer that the doctrine 
of Christ's healing power is so 
closely linked with the ministry of 
holiness and the deeper doctrines 
of the Spiritual life that the giv- 
ing of the Gospel to both body 
and soul, tends in a pre-eminent 
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degree to promote purity and 
earnestness. 

"The power which heals the 
body usually imparts a much richer 
baptism of the Holy Ghost to the 
heart, and the retaining of this Di- 
vine life and health requires such 
constant fellowship with God, and 
such consecrated service for the 
Master that the spiritual results far 
outweigh the temporal; and it is 
one of the most powerful checks 
and impulses in the lives of those 
that have truly received it.” 


Again I say Dr. Norris knew my 
position exactly. We had discussed 
the matter together and had even 
discussed this particular sermon. 
I tried to get him to reprint the 
part of it which I though was 
correct. He did not do so, so May 
31, 1935, I quoted from Dr. Nor- 
ris’ article on healing in my pa- 
per, The Sword of the Lord. Dr. 
Norris read that article and then 
wrote Brother George Pemberton 
at Waxahachie that he had read 
it and SENT ME A CARBON 
COPY OF HIS LETTER TO BRO. 
PEMBERTON, WHICH I NOW 
HAVE IN MY FILES! 


Dr. Norris did know my exact 
position through these years, on 
the power of the Holy Spirit, etc. 


Dr. Norris Himself Anointed With 


Oil In My Presence 


In 1927 or 28, a great deacon, a 
member of the Tremont Temple 
Baptist Church in Boston, a jewel- 
er, whose name I will not now 
call, was in Fort Worth and heard 
Dr. Norris preach. He had not 
been well and he came to Dr. Nor- 
ris’ study and following this Scrip- 
ture, requested of Dr. Norris that 
he anoint him with oil and pray for 
him as the Bible commanded. Dr. 
Norris asked me to go to Renfro’s 
Drug Store for a bottle of olive 
oil, which I did, the man knelt 
down and Dr. Norris put oil upon 
his head and prayed for him. And 
then I prayed, and the sick man 
prayed for himself. That was on 
Sunday morning just after the 
morning service in Dr. Norris’ 
study. There are four of us who 
know of this beyond any doubt, 
the Lord, the man for whom we 
prayed, Dr. Norris and myself. 

Dr. Norris then certainly did 
know my position on healing 
through these years and his war 
on me now and his attempt to 
block this revival are not because 
of my doctrinal position. 

As the above questions from Dr. 
Norris indicate, he knew my doc- 
trinal position. 


Knew My Position On Holy Spirit 


Power 


In the first Bible School at Ft. 
Worth I taught the book of Acts. 
So many were blessed by my 
teaching on Holy Spirit power for 
soul winning that at Dr. Norris’ 
request, I taught the book of Acts 
again to his members. Later we 
discussed the matter, and I told 
him that my position was exactly 
the same as that of Dr. R. A. Tor- 
rey. Later he read my book on 
“Speaking with Tongues” and com- 
mended it. I have absolute proof 
that he has known my doctrinal 
position for years. His present 
attack is not on the basis of doc- 
trine. 

Again I say that we have prayed 
for the sick in our services, as 
Dr. Norris does in his services, but 
we have never had what is called 
a healing service. 


The Real Basis of Dr. Norris’ 


Attack 


No, the real basis of Dr. Norris’ 
attack on me was not my doctrinal 
position which he has known inti- 
mately for years. 

Dr. Norris has changed his po- 
sition from time to time, but there 
has been no material change in my 
position doctrinally all the years I 
have known Dr. Norris. I still 
believe Mark 11:23, 24 is true. He 
once did, but he does not now. He 
once believed that Mark 16:15-18 
was true, if he does not believe it 
now. Ag he said in his sermon on 
healing, about Mark 16:15-18, “‘But 
admitting all the difficulties in the 
passage, I repeat that is no reason 
for us to establish an alibi for our 
unbelief.” Some people believe that 


the Genesis account of creation is: 


not to be taken literally, but be- 
lieve God made man by evolution 
instead of as the Bible says. With

them I disagree. I take the Bible 
at face value. Other Bullingerites 
and extreme dispensationalists be- 
lieve that baptism and the Lord's 
Supper were for Jews and the 
apostlic days only and not for us. 
With them I disagree. I believe the 
Bible is still good for us today 
and that the teaching and practice 
of New Testament churches are 
still good for Baptist churches. Dr. 
Norris once thought so. Most com- 
mon Christians still believe that 
way, as I do. Some people believe 
that the promise of Jesus in Mark 
11:24, “Therefore I say unto you, 
What things soever ye desire, when 
ye pray, believe that ye receive 
them, and ye shall have them,” is 
not true today. I must confess I 
do believe it is still the Word of 
God and still true. I believe that 
when God gives the faith, He gives 
the answer to prayer. I make no 
claim for myself of special faith 
or special power. I simply claim 
to believe the Bible. Others like 
Dr. Norris and Brother Entzminger 
say that it is not true any longer. 
I am sorry they do not believe this 
part of the Bible, but I rejoice that 
they still believe in most of it. 

Some people believe that James 
5:14, 15 where the Lord commands 
that when people call for prayer, 
the elders of the church should 
pray over them, anointing them 
with oil in the name of the Lord— 
that this Scripture is out of date 
and does not apply, and that the 
promise of God in connection with 
it, “The prayer of faith shall save 
the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up; and if he have committed 
sins, they shall be forgiven him.” 
is not true for today. I am sorry 
that Dr. Norris and Brother Entz- 
} minger do not believe this promise 
now. Dr. Norris once did and did 
what the Lord hére commanded. 
Now Dr. Norris leaves this pas- 
sage out. I confess it is stilLin my 
Bible and I still believe it. I do 
not know anything,else to do about 
it. But Dr. Norris has known my 
position on these matters all these 
years and I have not varied an 
hair’s breadth on these doctrines 
since Dr. Norris knew me. When 
he changed his position and course 
of action on this and other matters, 
I did not. 

The real basis for Dr. Norris’ 
attack is found in his letter to me 
of November 25, 1935 in which he 
laid down the proposition that, 
“But this I am dead certain of 
that no man will get anywhere in 
the cause of Fundamentalism in 
the North, East, or outside of Tex- 
as if he fails to have the love and 
confidence of the First Baptist 
Church,” and in my reply that I 
could not agree to that position — 
that I had never worked with him 
on that basis and I never would. 
After that came his letters, tele- 
grams, long distance telephone 
calls and Brother Entzminger’s let- 
ters and telegrams and Brother 
George Pemberton’s mimeographed 
letters all to Binghamton and the 
preachers in this area, and then 
Dr. Norris’ and Brother Entzming- 
er’s attack in the Fundamentalist. 


Multitudes Understand The Attack 


On Me 
I have been grieved about this 
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matter, but in the midst of my 
grief, it has given me a blessing. 
I have letters from over thirty 
preachers who write endorsing my 
position and teaching and bidding 
me God’s speed. In the letters that 
I am getting every day, the re- 
markable fact is that many saw 
through the attack on me and sof 
the real issue before I published 


the correspondence last week and, 


before I said a word about it be- 
ing Dr. Norris who was trying so 
hard to prevent or embarrass the 
Binghamton revival. One preach- 
er wrote me as follows: 

“Brother Rice, I have taken the 
whole thing seriously, because it 
not only involves you and your 
church, but it involves every young 
Fundamentalist preacher and 
church. For when it comes to 
the time when the whole Funda- 
mentalist movement is to be con- 
trolled by one radio, one paper, and 
two or three preachers, and if when 
they have some little thing agaimst 
a preacher or are jealous of his

“Now about Brother Roberts. I 
met him in Dr. Norris’ study at 
the First Baptist Church. I knew 
about his revival in San Antonio 
and about the tabernacle there. I 
thought he did wrong to run with 
the Pentecostal crowd. But I have 
a letter of a few months ago from 
Dr. Norris in Detroit telling me 
that he had had a long talk with 
Brother Roberts, could recommend 
him, and encouraging me to help 
him get work. Then Dr. Norris 
had Roberts to write me. Besides, 
kr. Norris recommended Roberts 
for a revival at Flint, Michigan, 
I believe, which revival he held, I 
think, in September. Dr. Vircoe, 
I believe, was pastor of one of the 
churches and the man who talked 
with Dr. Norris and followed Dr. 
Norris’ recommendation in having 
Roberts. Brother Roberts was or- 
dained in the Baptist ministry 
there, though he had been a mem- 
ber of a Baptist Church before. 

“Brother Roberts wanted to hold 
a revival for me. I was convinced 
that he was sound ainst the 
tongue question, etc., but I told 
him frankly that I and my people 
could not put up with women 
* preachers. I have a copy of my 
letter to Brother Roberts on that 
question, and Dr. Norris’ letter to 
me commending Roberts cannot be 
questioned, 

“But if some of my people were 
caught sitting by Brother Roberts 
in the First Baptist Church at Ft. 
Worth, I still do not see that that 
is any proof that I have gone over 
to Pentecostalism and McPherson- 
ism. 

“I believe you are a good man. 
I covet your friendship and love. 

“The reason I did not speak on 

What Baptists Believe at Fort 
‘Worth Bible School were, (1) that 
Dr. Norris decided he had rather 
‘play golf than hear me give the 
message. He and Rolf Barnard 
, borrowed my car to go play golf 
* while I spoke the afternoon I was 
scheduled to on that sub- 
ject. (2) Miss Kate advised that 
she had no special impression that

“However, I can hardly see how 
you felt it your duty to help at- 
rack me in Binghamton, New York, 
4and in Waxahachie when you ad- 
mit you know nothing about it 
more than heresay, and when there 


, ‘is such abundant evidence that you 


‘could have had for the asking. 


. “I have come from a meeting 
of seven pastors. We came to- 
, gether for the purpose of turning 
this meeting into a great codpera- 
tive, citywide revival. We went in 
“a body to arrange for the rental 
of the great hamton theater 
where Gypsy Smith held his revival 
two years ago and took an option 
. on it. We expect to begin there, 
God willing, either Sunday night, 
or early next week. I have already 
a half hour daily, free, on radio 
WNBF, and was this morning of- 
fered an extra quarter hour in the 
mornings. The two daily newspa- 
pers have been covering the re- 
vival and have given me double

ministry, they stoop to their low 
tactics of slandering him over the 
radio and. through their paper, and 
trying to break up revivals, it is 
high time the Fundamentalists go 
back and apologize to the Baptist 
denominational leader for all that 
has been said about them for doing 
tha same thing that is now in our 
own ranks — namely, breaking up 
revivals. If there was ever a time 
when preachers ought to promote 
revivals instead of breaking them 
up, tt is now. So God help us to 
stay with and preach the Great 
Commission that Jesus gave us! 

That preacher is exactly right! 
About five preachers have written 
Dr. Norris and sent me copies of 
their letters. I should like to print 
them, excépt that they speak 
rather sharply to Dr. Norris and it 
would be immodest of me to print 
what they say about me in my 
paper. 

One praecher farmer in his letter 
to Dr. Norris, copy of which he 


column writeups every day. I am 
overwhelmed with the blessing of 
God in bringing to naught the at- 
tack on my ministry here and the 
effort to block the revival after 
it was already scheduled. Oh, but 
I do need the power of the Lord 
to preach the gospel to the multi- 
tudes. Unless God gives His power, 
then what does the friendship or 
enmity of any man amount to? 
“I have written you frankly as 
your frankness deserved. I pray 
the best blessings of God on your 
ministry. [I am sorry you believe 
as you do. It would have taken 
such a little honest investigation 
to have learned the truth. But I 
rejoice in the sweet and certain 
promises of God and leave my min- 
istry, as I long ago left my soul's 
keeping, in His loving care.

Pray For Dr. Norris 


I want to urge friends every- 
where to love and pray for Dr. 
Norris. All of us have our faults. 
He is a great man, has won many 
thousands of souls, and has stood 
for the fundamentals of the faith 
in a way that I believe has great- 
ly honored God. He is human. The 
Bible plainly says, “Brethren, if 
a man be overtaken in a fault. 
ye which are spiritual, restore such 
a one in the spirit of meekness; 
considering thyself, lest thou also 
be tempted.” I have personally, 
earnestly prayed that no harm 
would come to the ministry of Dr 
Norris or these other men who 
have followed his leadership in at- 
tacking me. They are good men. 
I have prayed that God would 
bring their attack to naught, and 
God is wonderfully answering 
prayer. But I do not want enmity 
and hatred aroused, and I do not 
want anything to happen that 
would cause sinners to fail to hear 
these men with open hearts. I 
know Dr. Norris well. He is God’s 
good man. His pride, and his feel- 
ing that the Fundamentalist cause 
will fare better if he can absolutely 
control it, are very natural human 
temptations to which all of us are 
subject. If we had such great 
blessings as Dr. Norris has had, 
we might be guilty of the same 
thing. I have earnestly urged my 
people to pray and let no bitter- 
ness in their hearts toward this 
man of God who has in this matter 
acted so foolishly. He sometimes

sent me, said, “I wonder who 
taught Baptists that God has 
changed His word and program 
since the Bible was written? I 
know that Catholics and Camp- 
bellites say so. But all you have 
to do with Baptists is to put your 
finger on the verse — yes, that is 
literal. Enough said.”

In these letters there is general 
skepticism toward Dr. Norris’ 
statement that he did not know my 
doctrinal position, and one letter 
advised that he should have left 
off one game of golf and found 
out my doctrinal position if he did 
not know it! 

On every hand comes word from 
those who believe that God will 
overrule the cruel attack for much 
good. For my own part, I rejoice 
in every effort that Dr. Norris and 
his agents have made to halt this 
great revival in Binghamton, since 
they have all come to naught, and 
it has simply proved that a man 
can accept invitations for revivals 


perhaps they never can. But they 
would be foolish to call the church 
at Fort Worth ‘Holy Roller’ be- 
cause they only received Baptist 
baptism or the Temple Baptist 
Church at Detroit ‘Pentecostal’ be- 
cause they have members im- 
mersed by Church of Christ people, 
Methodist or other denominations. 
Personally, I have never believed 
in nor practiced alien immersion 
nor open communion, but I have 
no disposition to block Dr. Norris’ 
and Brother Entzminger’s revivals 
because of this difference in prac- 
tice. And I do not believe that 
this should be a reason for me or 
my church or B. M. A. and Land- 
mark Baptists of the South to 
break fellowship with Dr. Norris 
and Brother Entzminger. I believe 
if good, old time, Southern Bap- 
tists who are sometimes strict tra- 
ditionalists, wish to convert Dr. 
Norris, Brother Entzminger, and 
Temple Baptist Church to their 
view, they have a right to do it. 
But they do not have a right to 
try to block the revivals nor hurt 
the influence of these good preach- 
ers because of disagreement on 
these matters. For myself, I have 
always believed that baptism 
should be not only Scriptural in 
form but should be connected with 
sound doctrine on the subject. I 
could endorse the immersion of 
one who was taught to expect 
salvation in the act of baptism. But 
I have no desire to hurt those who 
hold other positions. 


Brethren, let us have peace, 


and try to win souls even without 
the endorsement of Dr. Norris or | 
any other man. I risked my whole 
ministry on this basis in 1928 when 
denominational leaders insisted I 
should not preach in Dr. Norris’ 
church nor on the same radio with 
him. I was told that if I could not 
have the endorsement of Dr. Schar- 
borough and other denominational 
leaders, my ministry would be 
ruined, I could get no revivals, and 
my family would go hungry. Praise 
the Lord, it was not true then! 
I believe it is not true now. I 
believe that God has not left all 
His work to be bossed by either 
the pope at Rome, denominational 
headquarters, or the Fundamental- 
ist headquarters. I believe that a 
statement of faith worded by my- 
self is as good as one worded by 
Dr. Norris if it states the same 
fnudamental truths. I believe that 
Mexican Mission work by Rev. 
Carl Etheridge and wife of my 
church at Dallas is just as truly 
mission as the Mexican Mission 
work done by the Premillennial 
Baptist Fellowship in San Antonio 
under Dr. Norris’ control. I be- 
lieve that one church has as much 
right to hold Bible Schools as an- 
other if God blesses. I believe that 
one preacher has as much right 
to print a paper as another, if God 
gives grace. 


How Can We Have Peace? 


The way for peace, then, is for 
all who are truly Fundamentalists 
to love each other, in honor pre- 
ferring one another, and for no 
man to think more highly of him- 
self than he ought to think; as the 
Scripture says. As The Fundamen- 


would be “Unity in essentials, liber- 
ty in non-essentials.’ On this basis, 
Christians who are unselfish, who 
love the Bible and lost souls and 
have no selfish ambitions will be 
able to get along and forgive each 
other as they wish to be forgiven. 


On this basis, Dr. Norris can get 
along with two great churches 
which do not believe nor practice 
alike. The First Baptist Church 
at Fort Worth believes in close 
communion and does not accept 
alien immersion, that is, immersion 
by Churches of Christ, Methodists, 
etc. But the great Temple Baptist 
Church of Detroit, of which Dr. 
Norris, with Brother Entzminger, 
is also pastor, liké nearly all the 
Northern Baptist churches, follows 
the alien immersion and open com- 
munion custom of many years 
standing in that church. Some good 
Baptist brethren will believe that 
Dr. Norris and Brother Entzminger 
are not good Baptists in receiving 
‘alien immersion and permitting 
open communion. But as Dr. Norris 
expressed it to me in his home in 
September, these great churches 
agree on the fundamentals of the 
faith, the inspiration of the Bible, 
the deity of Christ, the blood 
atonement, baptism by immersion, 
and soul winning, etc. Dr. Norris 
and Brother Entzminger could not 


When we can work together in 
harmony, let us do so. Where we 
cannot work together in harmony, 
then let us work separately but 
with Christian love and forbear- 
ance toward each other. Let us 
not alienate friends and injure the 
work of Christ. Let us not give 
evil men something to rejoice over 
by our words and deeds toward 
each other. 


By acknowledging the independ- 
ence of every church and preacher, 
by setting the Bible as the stand-

ard of orthodoxy instead of tradi- 
tion or the leaf of one man and 
church and paper, by leaving it to 
the Holy ‘Spirit to guide churches 
and communities in revivals, in- 
stead of having certain “leaders” 
or headquarters dictate about them 
or interfere with them, we can 
have peace among Fundamental- 
ists, and God wiu greatly bless us 
as He has in the past. 

For my part, I confess I have 
many faults and errors, but I love 
my brethren. When Dr. Norr.s and 
Brother Entzminger are willing to 
drop their foolish and wicked at- 
tack, I should like to have them 
preach in my tabernacle as I have 
so often invited them to do in the 
past, and as each of them has 
done. I offer them my love, my 
fellowship, and they daily have my 
prayers. They are good men, good 
preachers. They have done a great 
work for God. However, they do 
not make good denominationai 
bosses, and we hope they will soon 
give up the effort. May the dear 
Lord bless them and guide them. 
Remember that all of us are weak 
mortals with our own sins. Let us 
think most charitably of others 
who do wrong and have fellowship 
and peace among those who believe 
the Bible and are interested in the 
salvation of souls.

It was 
a bountiful feast, well cooked and 
well served, and with the heartiest 
good fellowship. I never felt more 
at home. 


When the men had finished the 
meal with pies — berry pies, apple 
pies, pineapple pies and raspberry 
pies~—then they sat down on the 
floor and the women brought their 
plates, had thanks again, and then 
I preached to them on the 103rd 
Psalm. All of the men and women 
present were Christians, and they 
praised God aloud joyfully as I 
preached on the blessings of God 
and “Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
and forget not all his benefits.”

Advertising, singers 
and other expenses ran the total 
necessary to between $400 and
